The reply filed on Sept. 14, 1999 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): since Group I, claims 1-13 and 15-29 were elected to be 
examined, Applicant was required to elect one species to be examined from each of the following 
5 three groups: 

a) peptide: carboxymethyl-modified, carboxymethyl-lysine-modified, and synthetic, 

b) derivatization of the peptide: aryl, alkyl, acetyl, propyl, isopropyl, butyl, isobutyl, and 
carboxymethyl, and 

c) compound: net negative charge, net positive charge, SRAGE, peptidomimetic, organic 
10 molecule, polypeptide, nucleic acid, inorganic molecule, less than 10,000 daltons, antibody, 

humanized, chimeric, primatized, mutated AGE and mutated RAGE, quinine, derivative of quinine, 
quinidine and derivative of quinidine. 

Therefore, Applicant is required to elect one species of peptide, one species of peptide 
derivatization and one species of compound for further examination on the merits. See 37 CFR 
15 1.111.
